Per our telephone conversation this morning I shall outline for 
the record, the telephone conversation which took place this 
morning between Ed Wilson and myself via | ~l a Wash¬ 

ington, D.C. attorney. 

Ed Wilson initiated the aforementioned call through his associate 
and his attorney who called and then patched us through to each 
other. The initial part of the conversation was small talk - 
typical trivia. Mr. Wilson then mentioned his current situation 
and how he was led to believe he was working for the "Agency" 
when in essence he was tricked into entering the United States. 

Be believes this violated his constitutional rights and that 
he is now being improperly detained. He discussed the enormous 
amount of bail set (20 million I believe ), and his desire to 
It reduced. He mentioned Senator Thurmond's former 
administrative assistant but he could not r emember his name. 

He of course was referring to | | who moved into Mr. 

Wilson's office when he left the Senator's office. Mr. Wilson 
then said, "I know I owe you $25,000.00, but I cannot pay you 
until I post bond and get released." This statement completely 
surprised me. Ed Wilson owes me no money and I owe him no money. 
1 consider him a friend that I have known for about ten years. 

I do not know his personal business nor do I know anything 
about what wrongdoings he may have committed. I asked what he 
was talking about and he reiterated the $25,000.00 he owed me. 
When I said I did not understand, he then said he would pay me 
$25,000.00 now and $25,000.00 later if I would talk to Senator 
Thurmond as Chairman of the Judiciary Committee to see if the 
Senator would discuss with Justice the possibility of having his 
bond lowered. By saying that he owed me $25,000.00, he obviously 
was conveying a message which I failed to comprehend. He went 
on to say that he felt that the federal prosecutor was using this 
case to make a big name for himself. He also emphasized the 
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fact that he could not "run" for there was no place to run to. 

He said he was known by INTERPOL throughout the western world 
and to return to Libya would mean instant execution. He said 
he has approximately 20 million dollars in real estate that he 
stands to lose if he does not personally attend to its related 
business. I told him that I would pass his message on as a 
gesture of friendship, but that I wanted no monetary compensation* 
Mr. Wilson emphasized that Friday, August 6, 1982, was a 
cr itical date in that he could well lose his opportunity to 
communicate after then. 


SUMMARY : I personally feel that Ed Wilson is reaching out for 

any past acquaintance, friend, and/or associate that could 
possibly be of any assistance to him in helping to have his 
bond reduced. He knows that I worked on Senator Thurmond's 
1972 campaign and that I have always held the Senator in high 
esteem. There is no way to guess whom else he has contacted 
or what he actually is thinking. I wish to emphasize that in no 
way do I intend to meddle in the business of our Justice Depart¬ 
ment or its system. If, however, there is an inequity here, 
then perhaps someone will choose to react to the situation 
accordingly. 

I have not in the past and don't intend in the future to break 
any United States law. What really disturbs me is that 
people use my name and associate me with certain other people, 
some of whom I don't even know and others whom I have no bus¬ 
iness relationship with but know socially. 


If you feel the Justice Department should be notified about thi 
please do so accordingly.
